In  addition,  the 
consultants  attended  the  FEA  Field  Staff  Conference  in 
Oxford,  Ohio,  and  the  Risk  Management  on  the  Road 
conference  in  Indianapolis,  which  was  hosted  by  Kappa 
Alpha  Theta  and  MJ  Insurance. 

This  year's  EL.Cs  began  traveling  in  August  They  will 
make  95  visits  this  semester  and  will  also  assist  in  the  col¬ 
onization  of  Theta's  two  newest  chapters.  As  the  ELCs  hit 
the  road,  some  are  most  excited  to  see  new  places,  some 
are  excited  to  meet  Thetas  from  across  the  country,  and 
others  are  excited  about  experiencing  different  climates.  It 
is  sure  to  be  a  busy  semester  for  them  all.

What  was  the  worst  thing',’ 

The  worst  thing  about  the  intern¬ 
ship  w as  that  it  had  to  end!  I  made 
such  goin.1  friends  with  some  of  the 
other  interns  and  my  co-workers  dial  it 
was  very  difficult  to  leave.  On  our  last 
day  we  had  a  small  ceremony  that  our 
family  members  could  attend,  as  the 
interns  were  awarded  a  certificate  and 
congratulated  on  our  achievement.  It 
was  very  special  that  my  fiance  could 
share  that  experience  with  me. 

Who  or  what  has  influenced  you? 

First,  my  parents  and  grandparents 
have  always  supported  my  rather 


far-fetched  dream  to  work  for  the  FBI. 
Throughout  the  nine-month  application 
process,  they  sustained  me  with  hope 
and  encouraged  me  to  take  the  process 
one  stop  at  a  time.  I  also  had  many  col¬ 
lege  professors  who  influenced  me, 
especially  Dr.  Thomas  Davies,  the 
dean  of  the  Accounting  Department  at 
[lie  Li i livers i ty  ol  South  Dakota.  Lastly, 
my  fiance  bus  had  a  tremendous  inllu- 
ence  in  my  life.  He  encouraged  me  to 
travel  across  the  country  and  pursue 
my  dreams,  knowing  it  would  mean 
twelve  weeks  without  seeing  each 
other.

In  [he  autumn  of  1 960,  members  of  the  Alpha  Mu  Chapter 
at  Missouri  invited  a  favorite  young  professor  for  dessert  and 
conversation.  We  listened  politely  as  lie  described  our  genera¬ 
tion  ns  the  silent  generation — one  likely  to  make  lew  sigrritl- 
canl  contributions,  unless  we  broke  out  of  our  complacency. 
Mis  visit  took  place  in  the  same  season  we  decorated  the 
front  lawn  with  a  two- stories  call  Raggedy  Ann  urging  a  big 
win  in  the  homecoming  football  game  with  the  message, 
"Let's  Untie  That  Raggedy  Bunch!” 

Yes,  we  were  more  traditional  than  the  students  who 
would  come  (o  campus  later  in  [fie  l%Os  and  iy7()s.  But  the 
professor's  predication  that  we  would  not  make  a  difference 
proved  to  be  way  off  the  mark.  Two  members  of  Alpha  Mu 
from  that  era,  Julia  Link  and  Karen  Ordahl,  would  combine 
traditional  women's  roles  a m.
